Zaccheng is verie hbcrall in relceuing 
the poore,but he is liberall of that which is 
his own : ſo ther are mante now a daies that 
are verie liberall , but itis of that which is 
Leuit.10: noneof theirs? for as Nadab and Abihu of- 
fred {trange fire vnto the Lord,fotheſe men 
offer ſtrange goods vnto the Lord. There 
are ſome amongſt vs,that chinke to wake a- 
mends for their vniuſt dealing, by g1uyng 
part of chat to ſome good vſes, which they 
1auc gotten by bad meanes : if they haue 
gotten a pound by vſury & oppreſsion,they 
are content perhaps to gue a pennie to re- 
leeue the poore.

owne perſon: ſodoth he here ginc quickly 
to relecue Chriſt in his needie members. 
Thus is Zzcchens laſt will & teſtament, chac

. Cacchens gane to the poore the half of ehae 
which was his owne: now hereſtorcth thae 
which is none of his, to the right owners, 
And becauſe hce had detained their goods 
ſo long,to their great loſſe and hinderaunce, 
therfore he doth not onely reſtore the prin« 
cipal,which he had eaken from them, but he 
alloweth chem their coſts and damages they 
 hadſuſteined.As /oraws king of //rael cauſed 
tobe reſtored tothe Shunemue herhouſe & 
land, with all the fruites and profites of the 
' ſame,which were wrongfully kept from hir | 
| ſeuenyercs together: ſo Zacchens the culto. | 
mer, re{torcth to thoſe thathe had opprefſ- 
ſed,their goods which hee had gotten from. 
_ them by fraudulene dealing, with all the 
fruites and profits that mighe come thercof 
during the time of his vmuſt poſleſſion. So 
liberall was Zacchens to the poore, that hee 
gauethem halfe his goods: and ſo httle got 
Zaccheus by his vſuric and oppreſſion, that 
for cuerie penic he reſtored foure, If the v- 
ſurers and extortioners of our time woulde 
reſtore fourefold for that they haue wrong- |

a ſmall halfe to giue tothe poore, and but a 
little left to help chemſclues. There was no 


law to compel Zacchens to make ſuch reſti- - 


tution,except he will confelle himſelf to be 
a thiefe,becauſc hee was an vſurer,and then 
the lawe of God requireth ſuch reſtitution. 
And ſurely Zacchenus ſeemeth after a ſort to 
confes his cheft, becauſe he promiſeth foure 
fold reſtitution. If a man had ſtoln a ſheep, 
the law of God required that he ſhould re- 
ſtore foure ſheepetor one : and the ancient 
Romans had this law,that vſurers ſhuld for- 
fcit foure times ſo much as they took for v- 
ſuric, If che ſame law were now to vie a- 


cime among them,we ſhould not haue ſuch 
complaining of the poore both in priſons & 
{trectes. But if theſe great theeues (I meane 
our biting vſurers)that rob and ſpoile with- 
out ccaling when they haue nonecd,might 
find no more fauor,than thoſe petry theeues 
which rob and ſteale ſometime, when they 
are driven thereto by extreame neceſlitic, 


then ſurely the commonwealth wold ſoone 


be disburdend of that peſtilent brood of ca- 


terpillers wherewith it is peſtered. I wiſh 


them betimes to look to their own eſtate, 8&

, cheus that was once a hoorder of his goods, 


as our rich men are: is now a hberall diſpo- 
ſer of his goods,as I wiſh they were, He that 
lately was a Camell laden with riches, and 
therfore vnapt to go through a/needles cie, 
hath now like the Camell caſt 'off his rich 
lading,and therfore may enter in at the nat- 
row gate. Somme rich met wold rather hane 
loſt their les;than forgone their goods, & 
for halfe thatloſſe would haue proued very 
penſiue, but this was the ioyfulleſt newes | 
that eucr came to Zaccheus houſe , ſweeter 


tohimthan all his gold &ſiluer;that where

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as before hee was in the ſtate of damnation, 
now ſaluation- is promiſed to him and hys 
houſe : and whereas before he was the ſer- 
uant of Sathan,now he is become the child 
of Abrabam.Now Zaccheus hous is become 
Gods houſe,& Zaccheus himſelfe is the fon © * 
of Abrabam , and therefore no cauſe whic Ws, 
Chriſt ſhould not reſort to Zacchens houſe.
